The name of Laurel Reynolds is magic to a huge 
number of Academy members. Her previous appear- 
ances before the membership have been an unalloyed 
delight and this one, you can rest assured, will be 
the same. 


Mrs. Reynolds’ premise in this film is that there 
is “A WORLD AT YOUR DOOR?” if you have the 
special key —- knowing where to look and when to 
look for the host of interesting things that are close 
at hand: flowers unfolding (time-lapse photography); 
a spider juggling crystal dewdrops; the dramatic 
rescue of wild quail. Her camera has caught a new 
use for the kitchen sink — a robin’s personal bird 
bath; a mixed-up chickadee; taming a lizard, and a 
dove that went to the hospital. The life in the Rey- 
nolds’ garden in Piedmont, California has been af- 
fectionately captured on film for a period of some 
twenty years — birds, mammals, insects — and the 
result is an entrancing cinematic experience when 
coupled with Mrs. Reynolds’ gifts of wit and in- 
telligence. 

In April of this year, she received the Margaret 
Douglas Award from the Garden Club of America 
for ‘‘widespread influence on conservation education 
by means of her films, articles and lectures”. She is 
married to Dr. T. Reynolds, a distinguished East Bay 
physician, who is a Fellow of the Academy. 

“THE WORLD AT YOUR DOOR?” will be pre- 
sented only once, at 8:00 p.m., and seating will be 
on a first-come first-served basis, and should the 
auditorium be filled, late arrivals will be invited to 
enjoy the current sky show in Morrison Planetarium.

Ernest R. Rook, 
formerly Associate Curator for the Department of 
Exhibits, has, as of June .1, been appointed Chair- 
man and Curator of the Department. For many 
years, Mr. Rook was the Art Director for the 
Academy’s successful television series, “Science in 
Action.” 


Cowen HALL, and the design 
which made its elegance possible, has been the 
recipient of a national award for excellence. The 
award, one of twelve made from a large number of 
entries — all high-caliber — was determined by a 
panel of experts convened by the Prestressed Con- 
crete Institute. The jury was chaired by George E. 
Kassabaum, President of the American Institute of 
Architects and consisted of Frank H. Newman, Jr., 
President, American Sgciety of Civil Engineers; 
Louis A. Bacon, Vice President, National Society of 
Professional Engineers; Robert F. Hastings, Presi- 
dent, Smith, Hinchman & Grylls Associates, Inc.; and 
Ray Affleck, Co-Partner, Affleck Dimakopoulos 
Lebensold (Canada). 

In making the award to Architect Milton T. 
Pflueger and Associates, responsible for the hand- 
some new addition in Golden Gate Park, the jury 
commented: “Beautifully done. Scale and quality is 
perfect. This addition placed between two wings of 
a classical building, while contemporary in execu- 
tion, is thoroughly consistent with the original period 
design. A most sensitive relationship between exterior 
and interior is maintained. The restraint and ele- 
gance achieved proves that concrete need not always 
be heavy in appearance’ or massively dramatic”. 


Tue WEEKEND OF 
September 5, 6 and 7 holds something special for 
visitors to the Academy when the San Francisco 
Aquarium Society presents its “Fins on Revue”, an 
exotic fish show. Amateur aquarists from through- 
out Northern California will display hundreds of 
fishes in individual tanks in North American Hall. : 
Admission is free and the public is cordially invited 
to share this special event. 


New DRAWINGS of the Cretaceous Sea 
add considerable vigor to the Portheus exhibit in 
Fossil Hall. The pencil drawings, the work of 
Richard Cook of the Department of Exhibits, include 
a Tylosaurus, Pterandon, Ichthyornis and an Archi- 


lon. This is but one more step in the refurbishing and 
renovating which continues throughout the Academy.
